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ARMY  EPIDEMIOLOGICAL  BOARD  MEETS 

The  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Army  Epidemiological  Board  was  held  this 
month  on  April  26  and  27  at  the  Office  of  The  Surgeon  General.  The  meeting  was 
presided  over  by  Dr.  Francis  G.  Blake,  Dean  of  the  Yale  University  School  of 
Medicine,  New  Haven, Conn,,  who  is  Civilian  Consultant  to  the  Secretary  of  War  and 
President  of  the  Board.  Activities  during  the  past  year  were  reviewed  and  plans 
outlined  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Epidemiological  Board  is  administered  by  the  Preventive  Medicine  Service, 
Office  of  The  Surgeon  General.  It  consists  of  a  Central  Board  and  ten  Commissions: 
on  Acute  Respiratory  Diseases,  Air-Borne  Infections,  Epidemiological  Survey, 
Hemolytic  Streptococcal  Infections,  Influenza,  Measles  and  Mumps,  Meningococcal 
Meningitis,  Neurotropic  Virus  Diseases,  Pneumonia,  and  Tropical  Diseases.  The 
work  of  these  Commissions,  however,  is  not  limited  to  the  field  indicated  by  the 
name  but  is  authorized  according  to  opportunities,  facilities  and  specialties  of 
members . 


During  the  past  year  extensive  epidemiological  investigations  have  been 
conducted  in  this  country  and  in  several  theaters  of  operations  overseas.  This 
work  has  not  only  proved  of  practical  value  to  the  Army  but  has  materially 
increased  the  fundamental  scientific  knowledge  of  the  causes  and  control  of 
infectious  diseases  among  the  civilian  as  well  as  the  military  population. 

Graphics  Consultant  to  Surgeon  General 

Mr.  T.  S.  Fcrrce,  Jr.,  graphics  director  for  the  Venereal  Disease  Education 
Institute  at  Raleigh,  N.C.,  has  been  detailed  to  the  Office  of  The  Surgeon  General 
as  Civilian  Consultant  for  the  Health  E due at ion  Unit,  Preventive  Medicine  Service, 
to  assist  in  designing  posters,  booklets,  match  book  covers,  etc.,  which  are  to 
be  used  for  the  health  edu.co.tion  of  troops  in  the  field.

Major  General  Merritt e  Weber  Ireland,  USA,  retired,  who  modernized  the  Army 
Medical  Department  when  he  becamo  Surgeon  Goneral  after  World  War  I,  received  his 
second  honor  of  the  year  this  month:  a  citation  awarded  by  the  Medical  Society 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  distinguished  services  to  humanity  and  military 
medicine . 

The  ceremony  was  attended  by  the  present  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army,  Major 
General  Norman  T,  Kirk,  USA,  distinguished  medical  officers  from  the  Army,  Navy 
and  Public  Health  Service,  and  other  prominent  physicians  and  scientists. 

General  Ireland,  who  ivas  born  78  years  ago  in  Columbia  City,  Ind.,  was 
graduated  from  the  Detroit  College  of  Medicine  in  1890,  served  as  Chief  Surgeon 
of  the  AEF  in  France  during  World  War  I,  and  as  Surgeon  General  of  the  TJ.  3.  Army 
from  1918  to  1931* 

Previous  honors  accorded  him  include  the  William  Freeman  Snow  Medal,  the 
U.  3.  Distinguished  Service  Medal,  Companion  of  the  Order  of  the  Bath  (Great 
Britain),  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  (France),  the  Serbian  Red  Cross  Silver 
Medal  and  the  Polish  Polonia  Rostituta. 

In  accepting  his  newest  award.  General  Ireland  urged  his  associates  to  seek 
longer  intornships  for  young  medical  graduates. 


Gen.  Morgan  Returns 

Brigadier  General  Hugh  J.  Morgan,  Director  of  the  Medical  Consultants 
Division,  Office  of  The  Surgeon  General,  returned  this  month  from  overseas  after 
ten  weeks  of  duty  in  the  European  and  Mediterranean  theaters  of  operations  where 
he  has  been  inspecting  medical  installations  and  conferring  on  medical  problems 
pertinent  to  those  theaters. 


NEW  ARMY  GUIDE  FOR  INDUSTRIAL  MEDICAL  PROGRAM 

The  Preventive  Medicine  Service,  Office  of  The  Surgeon  General,  has 
announced  the  publication  of  a  new  manual  prepared  by  the  Occupational  Health 
Division  designed  to  servo  as  a  guide  in  standardizing  the  medical  program  of 
dispensaries  in  Army  industrial  installations.  It  is  listed  as  ASF  Manual  M210 
and  is  entitled,  "Operating  Procedures  for  Industrial  Dispensaries." 

The  foreword  points  out  that  an  industrial  medical  program  has  as  its 
mission  not  only  emergency  medical  and  surgical  treatment  but  also  the  reduction 
of  o.bsentoeism  through  a  well  rounded  preventive  meaicino  program.  The  manual 
then  takes  up  in  detail  such  topics  as,  "Organization,"  "Industrial  Hygiene 
Engineering  Service,"  "Relationship  with  Civilian  Personnel  Department," 
"Preventive  Medicine  Program  and  Job  assignment,"  "Emergency  Medical  and  Surgical 
Care,"  "Employees  Returning  from  Sick  Leave,"  "Records  and  Reports,"  and 
"Industrial  Dispensary  Buildings." 

The  new  manual  has  already  been  acclaimed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
and  several  other  interested  organizations  as  a  distinct  forward  step  in 
indust rial  medicine  generally. 


GEN.  SHEDD  PRESENTS  AWARD  TO  GEN.  KING 

Brigadier  General  Edgar  King,  USA,  former  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Pacific 
Theater  and  present  commanding  officer  of  the  medical  section  of  the  ASF  training 
center  at  Fort  Lewis,  Wash.,  was  formally  presented  with  the  Legion  of  Merit  Modal 
by  Major  General  Wm.

On  board  a  prison  ship,  the  men  were  crowded,  starved  and  overheated, 
but  his  cheerful  attitude  and  optimism  encouraged  them  and  inspired  them  with  the 
will  to  survive  .  .  .  His  courageous  services  in  the  face  of  almost  unbearable 
conditions  wore  an  invaluable  contribution  to  tho  welfare  of  his  comrades.”

By  the  Army  During  the  War." 

In  1940,  he  stated  a  special  Army  Public  Health  organizat ion  was  formed  in 
the  Office  of  The  Surgeon  General  which  was  later  enlarged  and  expanded  into  the 
present  Preventive  Medicine  Service  which  has  as  its  objective  the  prevention  and 
control  of  infectious  diseases  and  the  elimination  of  sanitary,  occupational  and 
other  health  hazards.  Ho  cited  specific  instances  in  advances  in  the  field  of 
military  preventive  medicine  achieved  through  the  development  of  effective 
immunizing  agents,  sanitary  procedures,  foreign  quarantine  policy,  chemoprophylaxis, 
now  insecticides,  and  repellents  and  health  education  of  troops.  Quoting  from  a 
recent  paper  by  Brigadier  General  James  S.  Sir-mens,  U.S.A.,  Chief  of  the  Preventive 
Medicine  Service,  he  stressed  the  fact  that  these  advances,  while  primarily 
concerned  with  the  health  of  tho  Army,  will  exert  a  profound  influence  on  the 
health  of  the  post-war  civilian  population.

Colonel  Turner,  whose  work  in  the  field  of  internal  medicine  is  nationally 
recognized,  is  at  present  on  leave  from  Tulr.ne  University,  New  Orleans,  La.,  where 
he  has  boon  Associate  Professor  of  Medicine  since  1935  and  a  member  of  the  medical 
faculty  since  1928.
